and Changed from time to time, and Fitted to the preſent Occa- 
ſion, according to the Direction of Lawful Authority: It is this 


Day Ordered by Her Majeſty in Council, That 


In the Morning and Evening Prayers, in the Prayers for the Royal 
Famihy, and in the Litany, in ſtead of Catherine the Queen 
Dowager, the Princeſs Sophia] Read [ The Prmceſs Sophia. 


And it is further Ordered, That no Edition of the Book of Common Prayer be from hence- 
forth Printed, but with theſe Amendments ; And that in the mean time, till Copies of ſuch 
Edition may be had, all Parſons, Vicars and Curates within this Realm, do (for the preventing 
of Miſtakes) with the Pen Correct and Amend all ſuch Prayers in their Church Books, according 

to the foregoing Directions ; And for the better Notice hereof, that this Order be forthwith 
Printed and Publiſhed, and Sent to the ſeveral Pariſhes; And that the Right Reverend the Biſhops 
take Care, that Obedience be paid to the ſame accordingly, within their reſpective Dioceſes.
